THE HIGH COURT OF KERALA 

NOTIFICATION 

No. D1-79655/2008 (1). 7th June 2014. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Article 227 of 
the Constitution of India, S.477 of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure, 1973 (Central Act 2 of 1974) and all other 
powers hereunto enabling, and with the previous 
approval of the Governor of Kerala conveyed in 
G O. (Ms.) No. 102/2014/ Home, dated 19-5-2014, the High 
Court of Kerala hereby makes the following rules further 
to amend the Criminal Rules of Practice, Kerala, 1982, 
published in Part III of the Kerala Gazette No. 33, dated 
14th August, 1984. 

Rules 

1. Short title and commencement: (1) These rules 
may be called the Criminal Rules of Practice, 
Kerala (Amendment), 2014. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Amendment of the rules: In the Criminal Rules of 
Practice, Kerala, 


(a) after the words ‘deposition of witnesses’, 
the words ‘date of commencement of the examination' 
shall be inserted; 

(b) after the word ‘age’ , the word ‘sex’ shall 

be inserted; 

(2) In rule 57, after the words ‘his signature’, the 
words ‘with date’ shall be inserted. 

(3) In Appendix I-under the heading ‘JUDICIAL 
FORMS’; 

(a) in form No. 16,- 

(i) for the figure ‘XXII’, the figure ‘XXIII’ 
shall be substituted; 

(ii) below the item ‘Deposition of . 

Witness for’, the following item shall be inserted, 
namely:— 

‘Date of commencement of examination.’; 

(iii) below the item ‘Name .’, the item 

‘Sex .’ shall be inserted; 

(b) in FORM No. 17, below the item, ‘Name .’, 

the item ‘Sex .’ shall be inserted.

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Explanatory Note 

(This does not form part of the notification, but is 
intended to indicate its general purport.) 

It is noticed that the format of deposition sheet 
used in the trial courts does not contain any column 
regarding sex/gender. This causes much difficulty on the 
appellate side in indentifying whether a witness is a male 
or a female from the deposition sheet. Further, the High 
Court of Kerala had, in its judgment dated 13th, July, 
2012 in O. P. (FC) No. 1551/2012, observed that the 
existing rules do not make it mandatory to put the date 
when the deposition is recorded and observed that it is 
an omission in the rules. The bench had expressed hope 
that appropriate amendments would be made to the rules. 
Hence it was decided to amend the rules with the 
previous approval of the Governor of Kerala. 

The notification is intended to achive the above 
object.
